e)  School  Health  Services: 

This  was  provided  by  the  County  Council  and  included  the  routine  medical 
inspection  of  school  children,  special  medical  examinations  and  continued 
care  of  all  handicapped  children,  dental  inspections,  treatment,  and  dental 
health  education,  and  arrangements  for  the  referring  of  children,  where 
necessary,  for  specialist  attention  at  eye  clinics,  hearing  testing  clinics, 
orthopaedic  clinics,  speech  therapy  sessions,  and  the  child  guidance 
psychiatric  clinic.

The  County  Council  provided  a  laboratory  for  the  chimical  and  bacteriological 
analysis  of  water,  milk  and  other  foods.

Immunisation  Services: 

These  were  provided  by  the  County  Council  at  child  health  clinics  and  in 
schools. 

Protection  was  offered,  free  of  charge,  against  the  following  diseases 

Diptheria,  whooping  cough,  tetanus,  poliomyelitis  and 
measles,  and  in  the  case  of  school  children  aged  about 
13  years,  when  a  simple  test  had  shown  that  it  was 
necessary,  B.C.G.  Vaccination  against  tuberculosis. 

Smallpox  vaccination  although  not  a  routine  immunisation 
precaution  for  infants,  is  available  on  request  for  those 
who  need  it  for  special  purposes  e.g.  travelling  to  cer¬ 
tain  countries  overseas.

1 .  Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Area: 

A  summary  of  inspections  by  the  Public  Health  Department  is  given 
in  the  statistics  at  the  end  of  the  Report. 

2.  Water  Supply 

A  total  of  7,214  dwellings  with  an  estimated  population  of  20,200 
are  supplied  from  the  public  mains. 

The  South  West  Worcestershire  Water  Board  is  responsible  for  the 
maintenance  of  the  public  water  supplies  throughout  the  area. 

The  main  sources  of  supply  are  the  Springs  supply  of  Bredon  Hill 
and  the  Worcester  City  River  Severn  abstraction  works.  Bulk  supplies 
are  obtained  from  the  Coventry  and  Cheltenham  Corporation  who  also 
extract  from  the  River  Severn.

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 


Sewers  and  Sewage  Disposal  Works  are  provided  and  maintained  throughout  the 
District  as  follows :- 


Bishampton 

Sewage  pumped  to  upward-flow  sedimentation  tank;  settled 
effluent  passing  percolating  filter  and  humus  tank  before 
being  discharged  to  stream. 

Bredon 

The  village  has  recently  been  re-sewered  and  a  new  disposal 
works  constructed.  The  plant  is  of  conventional  design, 
but  is  equipped  with  mechanically  scraped  sedimentation  and 
humus  tanks.  Sludge  is  transported  by  tanker  to  the 

Pershore  Works  for  treatment  in  the  Heated  Digestion  Plant. 

Broughton  Hackett 

Small  gravity  works,  with  settlement  tank,  filter  and  humus 
tank. 

Comberton,  Great 

The  village  has  recently  been  sewered,  and  sewage  is  pumped 
to  the  Cropthorne  Sewage  Disposal  Works  for  treatment . 

Comber ton,  Little 

Sewage  pumped  to  upward-flow  sedimentation  tank,  settled 
effluent  passing  through  percolating  filter  to  humus  tank. 

Cropthorne 

The  Sewage  Disposal  Works  have  recently  been  extended  in 
order  that  the  flows  from  the  additional  villages  of 
Fladbury,  Charlton,  Bricklehampton,  Elmley  Castle  and 

Great  Comberton  may  be  treated.  As  in  the  case  of  Bredon, 
sludge  is  transported  to  Pershore  Works  for  treatment.

Settled  effluent  pumped  to  percolating  filter,  followed  by 
settlement  of  humus.

The  Sewage  Disposal  Works  at  Tyddesley  Wood  and  the  Heated 
Sludge  Digestion  Plant  have  been  enlarged.  A  duplicate 
Rising  Main  has  been  laid  from  Defford  Road  Pumping  Station, 
where  new  pumps  have  been  installed. 


Sludge  from  the  various  Sewage  Treatment  Plants  in  the 
District  is  now  transported  by  tanker  to  the  Tyddesley  Wood 
Works  for  treatment  and  the  digested  sludge  is  subsequently 
disposed  of  on  farm  land  in  the  locality. 


Sewerage 


Work  is  almost  complete  on  Stage  III  of  the  Bredon  Sewerage  Scheme,  which  covers 
the  villages  of  Bredons  Norton,  Kinsham  and  Bredons  Hardwick.  The  connection  of 
house  drains  to  the  new  sewerage  system  will  commence  shortly  and  the  Contractor 
has  already  been  appointed. 

In  Pershore,  work  has  proceeded  on  the  construction  of  the  Trunk  Surface  Water 
Sewer  to  serve  the  Town.  The  main  Contractor  has  finished  work  on  the  Trunk 
Sewer  and  a  Sub-Contractor  is  currently  making  connections  and  carrying  out  work 
of  separation. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 


A  weekly  collection  of  refuse  is  maintained  throughout  the  Rural  District,  the 
service  being  controlled  by  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor's  Department.  The  Council 
has  one  controlled  tip  at  Throckmorton.
